While the gastric juice has s mild,
bland, sweetish taste, it possesses the
power of dissolving the hardest food
that can be swallowed ; it has no in-
fluence whatever on the soft and deli-
cate fibres cf the living stomach, nor
upon the living bands, but at the
moment of death, it begins to eat

of sodsa, nitrate of potash (saltpetre)
and other fertilizers. Here is & spee-
imen of what he savs be produced:
“One measured ncre plowed in su-
tomn and dressed in spring with five
hundred pounds of pure, fine bone,
sown brosdeast, was plaonted with
corn. A bandful of superphosphate
was placed in each bill. From this
acre one bundred sod fifty-seven
buskels of corn in the ear were gath-
ered. The following year, by the ap-
plication of eight hunred pounds of
mixture of ashes, bone dast and salt-
petre, thirty-one bushels of winter
rye were raised.” He adds thst his
farm bas never prodoced less than |
seventy bushels of shelled corn to the |
acre since he commenced using these
fertilizers.

1t accords with the plainest princi-
ples cf equity that if silver existed a8
a legal standard of value when these
bonds andl notes were issued, soy
subeequent chaoge of law, should not
affect the contrect. Why this was
the very point made in favor of pay-
ing the bonds in specie instead of
Pendletoniaa greenbacks, they ap-
pealed to the honor and bonesty of
the people in 1865 and received their
endorsement, though it involved a
very considerable difference sgsinst
them. They came up manfully then,
and agreed to live fully according to
the epirit of their contract with the
bondholders, Well, shall the people
not have justice done them now!
They assumed, through the Govern-
ment, debts payable in silver or
gold, at their option. Must it be
said that because silver bas depre-
ciated they aré to redeem in the
more costly metal ¥ This is onesid-
ed with a8 vengeance.

Of cour.e, 01 the other hand, no
tair person will argue that the bonds
issued since 1878, the new four per
cent, for instance, are payable in
silver. These, representiog contracts
entered into when silver had been
stricken down by the Act of 'Is, are
payable in gold: and it is this faet,
among others, which makes them go
off 0 readily, st the low rate of io-
terest. But all boods or notes issued
prior to 73 are, unquestionably, pay-
able in silver.

Congress did oun asinine, unjust
thing in passing the Aet of 73. It
should be repealed, for silver will
enabie resomption with much less
embarrsssment than must be other-

valoe. It was, sl best, a gross over-
sight and error to allow the Act of
73 to be passed atall; but whether
it is repealed or not, there is no
question that all bonds and notes is-
sued priorto it are honestly payably
